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F we look into Precedents in Eng- 
lib Hiftory, we fhall find that Zng- 
lyb Parliaments have confidered 
Frugality asthe greateft of all poli- 
tical Virtues. The Periods moft 
diftinguifh’d by Succefs have ever 
been moft diftinguifh’d by the Care 
of Parliaments over Public Money , and Patriotifm within 
Doorsconfiftsin a very few Branches befides this. —— 





A Court that has not the Purfe of the People at irs Devo- _ 


tion, never can thoroughly fucceed either in corrupting or 
being corrupted ; a Court who has, can do both. This 
was the firft fatal Symptom of Decay both in Glory 
and Virtue of Edward the Third’s Reign, and che Con- 
tinvance of the Corruption it introduc’d, brought the 
Nation to Mifery, and his Succeffors to Ignominy, 
which ended in infamous Death. 

In thofe Days, degenerate asthey were, a Citizen and 
Alderman of London, whofe Memory is perpetuated by 
no Statues, and whofe Name is only known upon our 
Annals and Records, made feveral noble and difin- 
terefted Efforts to ftem the Tide of Corruption, and to 
sevive, not only the frugal Manners, but the ancient 
Courage of Englibmen: His Name was ohn Philpot. 
He wasCotemporary and intimately connected with the 
famous Sir William Walworth, the Perfon who yet lives 
voonthe Tongue of every Citizen who beholds the ad- 
diional Dagger which he obtained to the Arms of Lon- 
don, by one happy and feafonable Blow. 


Burt the whole Life of Phi/pot was a continued Series 
of public-fpirited A€tions, His Condu& was fo even, 
that his Fellow Citizens, even the moft jealous amongft 
them, never /u/petted it as fwerving from the Rules of 
the moft pure, difinterefted Virtue. His Eloquence was 
fuch that it could bring Parties, before unequal, and 
commonly determin’d to a Ballance, which often pre- 
ponderated to the Intereft of hisCountry ; and his Cou- 
rage fuch, as that he fear’d nothing but doing a dirty 
He feems to have 
thought even faving Appearances to be a Degree of 


fion, or giving a mercenary Vote. 


Mevit, and that a Adan of Honour was under the fame 
Obligation with a Woman of Modefly, to leave as little 
Room for the Sufpicion as tor the Commiffion of Guilt. 
The firtt Time he diftinguifh’d biméelf in Parliament 
was againft the Minifter, a Man violent, pofitive, 
haughty, and obftinate, but withal learned, able, and 
a bitter Enemy to France, or at leaft affe&ting to appear 
lo. This was the famous Jobs of Gaunt, who, with a 
great Power inthe Nation, had the Advantage of being 
Son to the King, but we are here only to confider him 
asa Minifter. He had an implacable Hatred to the 
City of Lowden, which had ever oppos’d the Schemes of 
the Court, and had been extremely afliduous in fcreen- 
ing all the infamous Meafuresin rhe lore Adminiftration, 
tho’ they had in effeét been voted fuch by Parliament. 
By the indetatigable Pains of Pislpot and his Fellow Pa- 


triots, an amazing Scene of Corrupticn was difcever’d, 





particularly with Regard to the Public Debts, which 
were found to have encreas’d a Hundred-fold of what 
they ought to have done, by the pernicious(a) Practice 
of giving exorbitant Intereft. But the Country Party 
was not fatisfy’d’ with difcovering the Offence, for they 
panifhed the Offenders. They next proceeded to take 
into Confideration the particular Cafe of the Citizens of 
London, (b) who complaus'd that by the vaft Encourage- 
ment given by the Court to Foreigners, the Merchants 
of the City weve much impoverifbed, the Navy and the Shipping 
vaftly impair’ d, and the private Tranfattions of the Govern 

ment difcevered by Spies, and others, to the Enemies of the 
Nation, at a Time when Secrety and Expedition were 
of the laft Confequence, as the Engl had then a War 
both with France and Spain. ‘The great Power of the 
Minifter fruftrated all thefe Complaints of the Commons, 
who then fourd, by melancholy Experience, that they 
parted with their Power the Moment they parted with their 
Afoney, and in the Interval of Parliament all the Pro- 

mifes of the Miniftry were forgor. 

During this Recefs, the Miniftry found Means to cor- 
rupt the People with their own Money, and thusa pack’d 
Parliament was return’d —But Philpot, and his Friends, 
never loft the main Point they had in View, that of fe- 
curing and maintaining their Country againft foreign 
Influence. Perhaps, they confider’d that England had 
no Ally who would veorure to take Part heartily with 
her againft the Power of France without immenfe Sub- 
fidi¢s, which muft end in the Deftruétion of the People. 
That even when thofe Subfidies were paid, and all she 
Troops ‘fhe and they could raife were brought to act, 
they would be ffill inferior to the Power of France, 
who always over-run whole Countries before the Allies 
could take the Field. Io fhort, by what appears upon 
their own Rolls, they though: that England, by fupport- 
ing a foreign War, was working the Ends of J’rance, 
and that the People of England, by being the Tools of 
a corrupted pretending Miniftry, and contiuuing the 
Enemies of a powerful fuccefstul Court, were in Reality 
pytnGc FoR Bear oF Deatu. 

Philpot, and his Friends, therefore brought a Bill, or, 
which is the fame Thing, a Petition into Parliament, 
fetting forth, (c) that it would be profitable for the hing 
dom that all Foreigners were commanded out of it during the 
War, thofe excepted, whofe Stay was advantageous to tle 
Kingdom. Asthe French and Spaniards, with whom we 
were then at War, were ordered out of Fngland fome- 
time before under the higheft Penalties, we cannot con- 
ceive that the Houfe meant any Thing by this Bill bur 
to exclude Germans and Dutch, who had been, tor fome 
Time, the impoverifhing, unprofitable, and treachcrous 
Allies of England, from being Spies for our Enemies, 
and running away with our Money. Sut as] have al- 
ready hinted, the Court had brib’d fo fucceisfully that 
this Bill came to nothing. 

Alderman PLilpot hated France as much as the Mini- 
fter or any Man in Zygland did, but was not trantic 
enough to carry his Hatred fo far as to purfue ir, tho’ to 
the urter Ruin of hisCountry, fo as be could have Lut tie

Jmalleft Chance of diftrcffing bis Enemy. He thought that 
Frugality of the People’s Money, and diftrefing the 
Court by taking from it the Means of mifapplying the 
Public Treatures, was the belt Way of humbling 
France; and he, with the other Members of the City, 
never ceas‘d inculcating this ill they drew upon them- 
felves the whole Weight of Court Indignation. 

For next Seflion of Parliament a Bill was brought 
in for taking away from the City of London all her 
Franchifes and Liberties, and for'pttting her under a 
military Government. The FaGtion againtt the People 
was fo ftrong, that the Bill, in all Appearance, would 
have been carried, had it not*been for the Eloquence and 
vigorous Oppofition of Alderman Philpot. Thus we fee 
to what Lengths of Refentment the Violence of an Ene- 
lib Minifter, ftrongly tupported, may carry him. j 

This feafonable Deliverance from impending Ruin, 
endear'd Philpot, not more to the City of London. than 
to the whole Nation, The People look’d upon him as 
their common Father during the Minority of Richard 
the Second, and his Steadinefs gave them no Caute to 
retraét their good Opinion. He continued unfhaken by 
the Frowns, unteduc’d by the Smiles of Power, He 
thought it his Duty to oppofe in all Zvents the granting 
Public Money, even to the moft neceffary Purpofes, while 
that Moncey was to be finger’d by a corrupted, craving, 
mifapplying Miniftry. Ic was in vain to tell him of the 
Danger from France, he apprehended grearcr Dangers 
at Home. He knew of no Danger equal to that of a 
wicked Adminiftration, arm'd at once by the Sword and 
the Purfe. On one Side, he fhewed them certain Ruin 
if the Miniftry had Courage enough, thus arm’d, to 
venture a bold Stroke: On the other Hand, he difco- 
ver’d how precarious the Remedy was, even fuppofing 
them, contrary to all Probability, honelt ; and he prov'd 
to them in all Events that the Nation mutt be a Sufferer, 
When IT advance acts, I thall ever give my Authorities 
or Reafons for advancing them. ‘The Réeafon why, I 
fuppofe, Philpot thought and fpoke in this Manner, and 
was feconded in it by all the honeft Part of the Nation, 
may be frongly deduc'd from the Contequences of the 
Conduct of the Country Parry: For when the Arts of 
the Minifiry could wo longer bufle the Courage of the 
Patriots, nor their Power bridle the Spirit of the Peo- 
ple, the Country Party, when poffefs'd of a M jority, 
| purfued the fame Plan for which they had {poke and 
voted while they were the Minority. 

Asan Ioftance of this Sir Sohn Menferevorth, a Knight, 
who had kept ta his own Hands (d) large Sums of the 
Moncy granted by Parliament for the Army inthe War 
againft France and Spain, and by defrauding the Suldiers 
ol their Pay, had takeo from them all.ficart to fight, 
nay, Cven driven them into Diflentions and) Mutiniecs. 
This Knight, Ufiy, was apprehended and iry'd beiore 
the Lord-Mayor at Gusldball, and all bis Intecct could 
not fave him from being caft and bang'd, like a Traitor

| Neither this featonable Example of Juflice, nor the 
| Refignaion of the Minifler and his Friends, the Ne- 
; ceUity of the Conjanéture, oor the Progrets which the

knew to be under minifterial Influence, (notwithftanding 
their pretended Refignation) with the Public Money.

Whitehall, April 24. This Morning the Righ: Ho- 
noarable the Lord Bury, Aide de Camp io his Roya!

‘Whe Short- 
nefs of the Time would not permit his Royal Hig hnefs 
to fend any Particulars of the Aétion, except thar the 
Kebel Army was computed to amount to upwards of 
Eight Thoufand Men ; One Thoufand of which were 
lefe dead on the Field of Battle, and abour Six Hu:.dred 
tsken Prifoners. The Earl of Kilmarnock, Sir John 
Wedderburn, Mr. Murray of Broughton, Secretary 
to the Pretender’s Son, the Perfon ftiled the French 
Ambaflador, and many others, are taken Prifoners. 
Lord Sirathallan is faid to be kilied. Three French 
Piquets, amounting to about Three Hundred Men, 
furrendred themfelves Prifoners at Difcretion. All the 
Rebels Cannon, and fome Colours, are taken, 

On the Side of his Majefty’s Troops there were killed 
Lord Robert Kerr, Captain in Barrel’s Regiment, and 
Captain Groflette of Price’s, and upwards of One 
Hundred private Men killed and wounded. Licute- 
nant Colonel Rich, of Barrel's ?-giment, has lof his 
Hand. His Royal Highnefs gives the greateft Com- 
mendations of the Behaviour of all the Officers and 
Soldiers under him. 

It is faid, that the Earl of Cremarty, with One 
Hundred Men, has been taken Prifoner by Lord Rea’s 
Men, io the County of Sutherland. 


His Majefty was pleafed to make a Prefent of 1000 
Guineas and a Colonel’s Commiffion to Lord Bury, tor 
bringing the agreeable News of the Defeat-of the Re- 
bels in Scotland. 

Yefterday Matthew Henderfon, for the Murder of 
his Miftrefs Mrs. Dalrymple on the 25th of laft Month, 
was executed on a Gibbet creéted oppofire to the End of 
Oxford ftreet in Oxtord Road: After which, his Body 
was Carried to Sheppard's Bufh, near Kenfingion Gravel- 
Pits, to be hung in Chains. The unhappy Youth 
behav'd with great Contrition, and, by a fincere Ab- 
horronce of his Cruelty, fhew’d himfelf thoroughly 
fatisfy’d with the Juflice of his Punifhment. 

Laft Monday as a Boat was going from the Tower to 
Woolwich, it was unhappily overiet oppofite to Lime- 
hovufe, by which Accident Mr, Allen, that was going 
to his Houfe near Woolwich, was drowned, but the 
Watermen were faved by a Boat which came to their 
Affiltance.

Letter from Keppoch and Lochiel to Afr. Stewart of Innerna- 
keil, dated Gleniurs, March 20, 1746. 


Efternight we received a Letter from Clunie, giv- 

ing an Account of the Succefs of the Party fent 
by his R—— H———, under the Command of Lord 
George Murray, to Athol; a Copy of which Letrer 
we thought proper to fend you inclos’d ; and as you hap- 
pen, for the prefent, to lie contiguous to the Campbells, 
‘tis our fpecial Defire, that you inftantly communicate 
to Airds the Sheriff, and other leading Men among 
them, our Sentiments, (which, God willing, we are 
determined to execute) by tranfmitting this our Letter, 
aud the inclos’d Copy, to any moft convenient to you. 

Ir is our Opinion, that of all Men in Scotland, the 
Campbells had the leaft Reafon of any to engage in the 
prefevt War againft his R— H *s Intereft, con- 
fidering they have always appeared in Oppofition to 
the K——I Family fince the Reign of James VI. and 
have been guilty of fo many Aéts of Rebellion and Bar- 
barity during that Time, that no injured P——ce but 
would endeavour to refene ir, when God was once 
pleafed to put the Power in his Hands. Yer his prefent 
M y,and his R—~H the P—~ R t, 
were gracioufly pleafed, by their refpective Declara- 
tions, to forgive a] paft Mifcarriages to the moft viru- 
lent and inveterate Enemy, and even bury them in Obli- 
vion, provided they returned rotheir Allegiance ; and, 
tho’ they fhould not appear perfonally in Arms in Sup 
pore of the R—I Cuufe, yer their ftanding Neuter 
would entitle them to the good Graces of their injured 
Sovereign. But, in Spighe of all the Lenity and Cle- 
mency, that a P——ce could fhew or promife, the Camp- 
bells have openly appeared, with their wonted Zeal for 
Rebellion and Ufarpation, in a moft officious Manner. 
Nor could we ever form a Thought to ourfelves, that 
any Men, endow'd with Reafon or Common Senfe, 
would ufe their Fellow-Creatures with fach Inhumonity 
and Barbarity as they do; and of which we've datly 
Proofs, by their burning of Houtes, ftripping of Wo- 
men and Children, and expofing them to the open Fields 
and Severity of the Weather, burning of Corn, hough- 
ing (hamftringing] of Cattle, and killing of Horfes: To 
enumerat the whole would be too tedious at this Time. 
They moft nauralty refle&, that we cannot but look 
upon fuch Cruelsies with Horror and Deteftation, and, 
with Heart: full of Revenge, will certainly endeavour to 
make Reprifals; and we are determined to apply to his 
R—H 
Country, with full Power to a& at Diferetion, and, it 
we are lucky enough to obrainit, we fhall fhew that we 
are not to make War againft Women and the Brute 
Creation, but againft Men, and as God was pleafed to 
pur fo many of them in our Hands, we hope to prevail 
with his R—~- H to hang a Campbell for every 
Houfe that fhall hereafter be burnt by them. 

Notwithftanding the many fcandalous and malicious 
A{perfions, induftrioufly contrived by our Enemies 
againft us, they could never hitherto, fince the Com- 
mencement of the War, impeach us with any Aéts of 
Hoftilities, that had the leaft Tendency to fuch Cruelty, 
at they exercife againft us, tho’ often we had it in our 
Power, if barbarous enough to execute ir. 

W hen Courage fails againft Men, it betrays Coward- 
ice to a great Degree, to vent the Spleen againft Brures, 
Houles, Women, and Children, that cannot refift. We 
are not ignorant of their villainous Intentions, by the 
intercepted Letter from the Sheriff Airds, &c. which 
plainly difcovers, that it was by their Application, that 
their General Cumberland granted Orders for burning, 
&c, which he could nor be anfwerable for to the Brivifh 
Paliament, being moft certain that fuch Barbarity 
could never be countenanc’d by any Chriftian Senate.

Copy of a Letter from an Officer to a Friend at London, from 
on board the Bedford Store/bip in Engli(b Harbour, .dnti- 
gua, Feb. 19, 1745-6. 

‘© After a Series of almoft iisrmountable Difficul- 

ties, we arrived fafe here on th&2zd Inftanr. On the 
gth of November the whole Fleet bound for Cape Bre- 
ton, failed from Spithead under Convoy of che Kinfale 
Man of War. Onthe 14th, we found our Ship in an 
unfit Condition to proceed on the Voyage, both her 
Main and Top-matt, in a moderate Gale, tprung at the 
Sheeting ; upon which, we bore down to the Commo- 
dore, and made known to him our Condition, and de- 
fired Leave to return to England, but he would not 
permit us, bur promifed after the Storm abated, to fend 
his Carpenters on board us; which he accordingly did, 
and they cut from our Main and Foretop-mafts 9 Foot 
each, and left us, as they faid, in avery good Condition 
to proceed on the Voyage. From the 19th tothe 3d of 
December, we had pleatant Weather, when a dreadful 
Storm arofe from the Banks of Newfoundland, fo thar 
every Moment we expected to be twallow'd up: Before 
Night came on, we loft Sight of the whole Fleet, and 
never faw any of them again ‘till we arrived at this 
Place. The Storm continued very terrible all Night, 
and we frequently fhipp’d prodigious Seas upon our 
Quarter Deck ; as toour Main-Deck it was never clear 
ot Water: About Two in the Morning a Sea came over 
our Forecaftle, which took away our Head and Cut- 
Water, and damaged our Bowfpritr. From this Time 
to the 15th, we had nothing but ftrong Gales ot Wind 
from the Banks, accompanied with Snow and Hail, fo 
that we were obliged to lie to under our Courfes, the 
Ship not being able to beat againft the Wind. In this 
Situation we had not a Sa‘lor would fhew himfelf upon 
Deck in the very greateft xtremity, but three, and the 
Mares; fo that for our own Prefervation, we all vigo- 
roufly kept our Watches upon Deck in Hail and Snow, 
the Gunners in the Starboard, and Matroffesin the Lar- 
board, or we fhould all inevitably have gone to the 
Bottom. “Till the 22d inthe Evening, we had excced- 
ing fine Weather, and it was the general Opinion of 
our Navigators, that we were not far from Land. On 
the 24th in the Morning, we found ourfelves within a 
League of Land, which all agreed to be Cape Breton ; 
bur the Day following we loft Sight of it, fo that the 
Officers held a Confultation what was belt to do, and 
unanimoufly agreed co leave the Coaft, and bear away 
for Antigua. On the 28th, we had as dreadtul a Storm 
as ever blew, which wafhed us from Side to Side, broke 
in the Gallery of our Cabbing, and did great Damage ; 
but all this we weather’d, andin the Evening the Storm 
abated, as we approach’d a warmer Climate, On the 
ift of February we made Dezeado (a French Ifle) and 
a little to the North weft of it we met with two French 
Privateers, which, after difcharging a few Guns, fheer’d 
off; and on the 2d Inft. at Twelve at Noon, we happily 
anchored in Englif: Harbour.
